Then ſhall we pay a 
tree, chearful Obedience to his ri 
teous Commands, It will be our Meat 
and Drink to do his Holy and Heavenly 
Will, and glorify Him in Time, and 
in Eternity. Sin will be hateful to us, 

and pierce us with Anguiſh and Sor- 
row, whenever we give Place to the 
Enemy of our Souls, who * walketh 
about like a roaring Lyon, ſeeking whom 
he may devour. It is impoſſible to ob- 
tain” any ſolid Comfort, even in this 
Life, till we are poſſeſs d of an Intereſt 
in the Merits of Cuxisr, and the 
Favour of Go. Nothing elſe can 
fill the Deſire of the Soul, or im- 
part ay, real, permanent Satisfaction. 
But, when we experience thoſe Bleſ- 
ſings, we ſhall have ſuch a Fund of 
Joy and Comfort, as | nothing in this 
World can interrupt or deſtroy, Even 
Afflictions will loſe their Sting, and be 

the Means of our Eſtabliſhment and
